World's Sugar Supply.

Washington, Xov. IS.—This year's 


raw sugar supply of the world sur- 
passes that of 1S95, notwithstanding 
the enormous Cuban deficit, according j 
to official statistics received at the de- 
partment of state from Consul General 
Karel of St. Petersburg. Mr. Karel re- 
ports that the Russian wheat and rye 
shortage will be more than made up by 
the increase in beet sugar production, 
and adds that this increase is common 
to other European countries. 


The committee of Russian ministers 


officially determines for each period of 
production the quantity of sugar to be 
turned out by the sugar factories for 
the home market, which this year was 
fixed at over 500,000 toms, an 
excess 


over last year of 50,000 tons, and the 
ministry of finance has concluded to 
lower the prices on account of the 
cheapening 
of manufacture, the im- 


provement of beet cultivation and this 
year's excellent harvest, the new price 
being $2.39 per pood of 36.112 pounds 
against $2.44 last year. 


The official Russian estimate of the 


world's raw sugar product for this year 
is as follows: Production of beet sugar, 
4,960,000 tons; production 
of cane 


sugar, 2,655,000 tons; stock on hand, 
1,150,000 tens; total, 
8,765,000 tons. 


Last year the corresponding total was 
8,290,609 tons. The estimated con- 
sumption for the ensuing year is placed 
at 7,350.000 tons.

Goldbugs, 


The roost remarkable goldbugs in the 


world are found in Central America. 
They belong to the genus Plnsiotis, 
and one might easily imagine a speci- 
men to be the -work of some clever artif- 
cer in metal. .The head and wing cases 
are brilliantly polished, with a luster 
as of gold itself. To sight and touch 
hey have all the seeming of metal, and 
t is hard to realize that the creature is 


mere animal. 6ddly enough, there 


IB another species of Plusiotis from the 
same region, which has the appearance 
of being wrought in solid silver, freshly 
burnished. These gold and silver beetles 
have a market value. They are worth 
from $33 to ^3o each. The finest collec- 
tion of them iii existence today is owned 
by Walter Rothschild of the English 
banking firm. Though a young man, 
only 25 years of age, ho has already i 
spent $2 00, 000 on beetles. Every year j 
iiu setms two men to uentral America 
to gather beetles. One of tho most beau 
tifnl bugs in the world is a small beetle 
known to science as the blue Hoplia. 
Its back is an exquisite iridescent sky 
blue, and the undor part of its body is 
of a bright silver hue. The notion that 
it contains silver is widely entertained, 
and attempts have frequently been rnadp 
to extract silver from it. — Buffalo Com- 
mercial.

•weary, when excited, -when nervous 
or when the appetite is not present. 
If great hunger comes on in the 
middle of the afternoon, an apple 
or a piece of bread and butter will 
have a relish and flavor undreamed 
of tinder ordinary circumstances, 
and will prevent tbe faintness which 
might arise before tbe regular hour 
for a nourishing supper. 


Second, eat something which re- 


quires considerable chewing, espe- 
cially at the beginning of a meal. 
This involves the use of dry food, 
but it does not mean the entire ab- 
sence of liquids from the meal. The 
reason why food that has to be 
chewed is valuable i« because in the 
process of mastication a largo 
amount of saliva is secreted and this 
is an important factor in digestion. 


If liquid ia desired at mealtime; 


it is not likely to do great harm if 
it is not too cold, provided it is not 
swallowed at the same time the dry 
food is put in the mouth. The man 
who washes down each mouthful of 
bread with a swallow of milk, tea 
or coffee has no saliva niised with 
his food; whereas, if he thoroughly 
masticates his mouthful of dry food, 
swallows it and then takes his swal- 
low of milk, he will interfere far 
less with the proper processes of di- 
gestion. 


Dr. J. H. Kellogg has made some 


interesting experiments 
showing 


the amount of saliva secreted by the 
glands of the month -while dry food 
is being chewed. A piece of paraffin 
chewed for five minutes produced 
two-thirds of an ounce of saliva, one 
ounce of granose—a dry food pre 
pared from 
whea£—increased in 


weight to two ounces, one ounce of 
Dread chewed for fi ve minutes caused 
the production of one ounce of saliva, 
and one ounce of raw apple produced 
an ounce and .a quarter. 


Third, eat digestible foot! only. 


Digestible food is a variablo term, 
and is determined by tho individual. 
Articles which are perfectly harm- 
less for one individual are very se- 
rious hindrances to tho physical 
well being of another. Experience 
is the chief guide, and when articles 
of food cause distress and seem to 
hurt yon tho part of wisdom ia to 
let them alone.—Philadelphia Kec- 
ord. 


Shedding Its Sbcll. 


Odd as it may sound to say so, the 


lobster grows before, not after, he 
oasts his old hard shell—that is to 
say, ho makes new cells and tissues, 
which are not at once filled out, but 
•which are intended to swell to their 
full dimensions as soon as he has 
;ot rid of his binding and confining 
external skeleton. When the critical 
moment at last arrives, ;i new soft 
shell grows entire within the older 
and harder one, and the animal then 
•withdraws himself, leg by leg, claw 
by claw, and swimmeret by swim- 
meret, out of the enveloping coat of 
mail -which covers him. The shed- 
ding of the old coat is complete and 
absolute. Not a fragment remains; 
even the apparently internal hard 
portions are cast off -with the rest; 
tor the entire covering forms one 
continuous piece, the interior nn?-_! 
tions being really, so to speak, folds 
of the skin inserted inward.

Are we to have at Washington agreat 


university to represent each of the 
wealthy and powerful religious denomi- 
nations in the United States?

Probably in no branch of chemistry 
aas science delved so deeply as in 
that; relating to the black, sticky 
mass of ooal tar, and certainly from 
aone has it produced more brilliant 
results, the productions being al- 
ready numbered among the thou- 
sands, incredible as the statement 
mny seem. They comprise nearly all 
jf our most beautiful colors a-nd 
3yes, such as tbe aniline (indigo) se- 
ries, and the most important of our 
saedical remedies, those contribu- 
tions of untold value to the healing 
art, phenacetine and antipyrine, tho 
former of which has acquired a 
worldwide reputation; many of tho 
modern perfumes and essences and 
saccharin, which one writer poetic- 
ally describes as boing ''a thousand 
times sweeter than sugar."

The above products are only from 


the 15.000,000 tons of coal coked in 
one year and do not include the val-- 
ue of the byproducts of the 113,000,- 
000 tons of coal consumed but not 
coked. Tho amount of ammonia that 
coukl bo saved therefrom would bo 
something enormous, tiiougji the tar 
anii hon/olo, if the coal were proper- 
ly turned into gas before applied for 
heating purposes, as it should he, 
would not bo so great as when tha 
coal is coked. A low estimate of tho 
byproducts per ton of tho coal burn- 
ed would bo 50 cents. This would 
reach $G-i,(JOO,000 on tho coal mined 
in 1803.

By send- 
ing a special order, to tlie manufacturers 
it is easy to get set*, of furniture with- 
out paint or varnish, but if it is an old 
piece that is to be renovated it must be 
thoroughly scraped. Put the stain on 
quite thick and rub it off with a linen 
or cotton rag.
